dinand of Saxo-Coburg-Gotha, is the younger 
son of the lata Duke Philip, His mothor is the 
Prinoors Clatnentina, daughter of Louis Philippe, 
She inherited a large part of her father’s for 
tune. This will descend to her son, Prince Fer- 
dinand. “He has great personal scoomplishments, 
Ho served in, the Austrian army, both in the 
cavalry and infantry, for the purposo of onlarg- 
ing his military knowledge. Ho spaaks German, 
English, French, Italian, ‘and Hungarian, Ho 
has been'a great traveller, Ho owns a namber 
of estates in Huagaria, Heise toman Catho- 
lio. His election was secured by tho influence 
of prominent Catholic dignitaries. . The intrigue 
for. his.sleation was started by.-bis mother, who 
is one of.the handsomest women to-day of her 
age in Europe.. Ferdinind was her favonrite 
companion, When in Viewna Eberthol was 
noarly always to be scen in the company of his 
mother, 

By descent, by the origin of his states and by 
legal statates the Prinos is a Hungarian, and is 
entitled to's seat in-the. upper house of the 
Hangarian Parliament. ‘Fraucis Joseph Koha- 
rig was raised to the princely rank for his great 
wealth, and his only fGaughter married Prince 
Ferdinand of Caburg, father of the present com- 
didate: From this union the Coburg family in- 
herited enormons ‘estates, part of whioh belong 
tothe Prince, who, however, has still greater 
prospeots:from his father, . 

The Prinoa is of middie height, slight in figure 
but notive and well bnilt. Altogether ho isa 
good type of the Austrian officer. He now, how- 
over, belongs to the Hungarian foros, whose com- 
mondor is his brother-in-law, the Archduke 
Joseph. He has travelled ‘muoh, has lived in 
England and visited St. Petersburg, and only a 
few months ago ho went through Bulgaria aaa 
simple tourist—a circumstance which, perhaps, 
is not unconnected with his present candidacy,
